Greatest Ambition to "Regain for America Moral 


Leadership It Had Lost." 


Marion, 0., Aug. 28—Turning away from the Versailles 


league of nations as a failure and a wreck "beyond the possibil- 
ity of reconstruction," Senator Harding broke ground today for 
a new international peace structure he hopes to erect about the 
principle of a world court of justice. 


As foundation timber he proposed to use the better 


features of the present Hague tribunal and of the covenant of 
the "failed league," and he promised that from the day of his 
election he would give to the task his best effort in counsel with 
the ablest statesmen of the world. Detailed specifications he 
said he could not yet supply in the changing 
atmosphere of 


world conditions and opinions.

tier has been received, but there Is 
no announcement as to a reply. In 
diplomatic circles the note is consid- 
ered In line with the American policy 
as set forth in Secretary Colby s 
note to Italy. Every day the Minsk 
conference increases the hope In dip- 
lomatic circles that It may lead to 
peace or at least an armistice. 


MAY LEAVE MINSK.

' The voters of Illinois will have an 
opportunity November 2 to vote on 
a na-w law which If It receives a ma- 
jority ot a!l Totes cast, will eliminate 
the private banker from doing busi- 
ness in this state. 


Not only will It eliminate the pri- 


vate banks, but its provisions carry 
•with it safeguards for the protection 
ot investors and depositors against 
improper loans and mismanagement, 


JURISDICTION STATE BANKS 
Not o. y does the- law call for the 


abolition of the private banker, but 
H gives to the auditor of public ac- 
counts complete Jurisdiction over the 
financial affairs of stato banks. 


"This revision of the law embodies 


HI the provisions of an act concern- 
Ing cor---ations with banking pow- 
ers, approved June 16, 1887," saiiJ * 
local attorney 
yesterday, "together 


•with all acts amendatory tn»reof, In- 
cluding the amendments passed by 
the fiftieth general assembly. These 
amendments were submitted to a vota 
of the people at the election held No- 
vember 6, 1918, and adopted by them 
at that flection. 


ONE NEW CHANCE 


"Since that time," 
he continued, 


"we have been operating under the 
provisions of that law." 


Section 11, which deals with the or- 


ganizations and capital of banks in 
cities and villages with respect to 
population, contains one new para- 
graph, 
as follows: 
"in all cities, 


towns and villages of a population 
not exceeding 500 inhabitants, with 
a. minimum capital stock of $10,000," 
•With this addition, section 11 pro- 
vides for the organization of banks 
with a minimum capital of $10,000 In 
cities, towns and villages of a popu- 
lation not exceeding 500 inhabitants 
Up to a minimum capital of $100,000. 


The law provides that the capital 


be governed in all cases by popula- 
tion, and in addition in the larger 


cities to b6 governed by the deposits. 


PROVIDE FOR INCREASE 


Provisions are also made for tSe 


making good of any impairment of 
capital, the appointment of receiv- 
ers, the Increase or decrease of capli 
tal stock, and the cancellation of thu 
charter of any bank that does not 
comply with the provisions of this 
act. 


The law provides that any changes 


in the bank must have the consent 
of a majority of the stockholders, and 
each stockholder must have at least 
thirty days' notice of any contem- 
plated meeting. 


It also makes it unlawful for any 


bank to loan to its president, or to 
any of its vice presidents or its sal- 
aried officers or employes, or to cor- 
porations or firms controlled by them, 
or in the management of which any 
of them are actively engaged, until 
an application for such loan shall be 
first approved, both as to security 
and amount, by board of directors.

She also did some of the 


clerical work to relieve the principal. 


Then this plan was changed to a 


part time assistant plan. 
A skilled 


teacher' was employed as assistant 


and she divided her time between two 
buildings. 
This left the principal 


with some time free for supervision 
and other duties. 
The "last named 


plan has been In effect for the last 
two years. 


The supervising principal plan was 


not adopted earlier because the press- 
ing need of economy In the Deoatur 
schools. 
It will be a bis help to the 


schools and especially In the pres- 
ent emergency when there are so 
many teachers new to the Decatur 
system. It is not extended" to all the 
schools for the reason that1 there Is 
still great need for 
economy and 


there are still a number of six, seven 
and eight room buildings.

Five Buildings. 


The plan of supervising principals 


which the Decatur board of educa- 
tion authorized at th» last meeting 
is one of the most important steps 
taken by the Decatur schools in a 
long time. 
There will be supervis- 


ing principals In the 
five 
larger 


school buildings. They are the Cast- 
man school with 12 rooms, the Push 
with 12, the Warren street with 10, 
the Roach with 13 and the Durfee 
•with 15. 
The principals in 
these 


schools will not be required to teach. 
They will teach an hour or two a 
day just to keep In closer touch with 
thiRjrs and sometimes perhaps to help 
out other teachers but they will be 
free to give all their time to super- 
vision If it should be necessary. 


Six years ago there were no super- 


vising principal* in the

by the housing shortage Includes the 
crowding of children In downtown 
apartments where they have no place 
to play except In the hallways, the 
streets and alleys. Families which 
heretofore have been able to find 
suitable homes with yards, have been 
torced by the higher rent charges, to 
take rooms In 
the less desirable 


places. 


In some of these buildings, forty 


or fifty children live and none of 
them have suitable places to play. 
Some, whose mothers are employed, 
have the 
advantage of the 
Day 


Nursery where there Is play appar- 
atus and room In 
which 
to 
run 


around. Others find Qastman school 


grounds a Blue flaoe to play, bnt 
when they are there they cannot be 
supervised and watched 
by 
their 


mothers. Some play In the streets 
and alleys. A few of the older boys 
belong to scout troops and get out- 
door recreation that way. 


18 HARD PROBLEM. 


Welfare workers and scout offi- 


cials find they have a harder prob- 
lem on their hands In dealing with 
children who are cheated of their 
right of a decent plaoe to play. As a 
rule these children are more easily 
led Into mischief and bad habits. In 
stormy weather, the children have to 
play Indoors and It Is easy for a 
fight to get started between child- 
ren of different families when they 
are kept so close together and have 
so little room In which to move 
around. 


Until the housing situation In De- 


catur Is better, welfare workers see 
little relief In sight for such condi- 
tions and the situation will be even 
worse In the winter time.

IN CENTRAL ILLINOIS 


f. K. Wheeler Orchard of 500 Trees to Produce 


1,000 Bushels. 


Will 
Central 
Illinois 
produce 


peaches? Any peach orchard in Ma- 
con county that has been properly 
sprayed and cultivated is tho answer. 
James K. Wheeler's orchard at S?.n- 
gamon Is simply bursting with Its 
Dwn fecundity. 
In sections of that 


orchard trees every where arc split 
and rent and broken with their over- 
load of peaches. Fine, eipcht year oH 
trtes that branch near the ground are 
split three or four ways, as many 
ways as there are major branches, 
the branches with their overbuirten 
of _'ru!t lying on the ground. Such 
trees are utterly destroyed so far ts 
further production Is concerned. 


The fool peach bud did not come 


cut too early and get caught by a 
freeze last spring. 
Escaping the 


frost !t went to the other extreme 
and destroyed the tree by overpro- 
duction. 
Central Illinois will pro- 


duce peaches if H pets a chance. The 
p»ach tree is the most eager thins 
in the world to produce. 


PULLED SOME OFF. 


Not all the- trees In the Wheeler 


orchard are wrecked. In some sec- 
tions of the orchard he pulled off 
many of the peaches while they wrc 
green and threw them away to save 
the trees. 
In another section the 


trees froze several winters p.po dur- 
ing a spell of 23 below zero weather. 
The?** tree1* W P I A dehornerl. that is, 
the dead branches were sawed off, 
leaving the trees mere branching 
stubs. 
They put out shoots below 


thn freeze. 
These, two year old 


shoots are now like whips benflins 
double under their load of fruit. But 
these trees did not break down and 
3Mr. Wheeler is sorry he did not de- 
horn all his orchard. 


• Practically all of the trees In the 
orcbard were tied up with binder 
twine. 
That is where 
the 
major 


branches divide and subdivide they 
are* crosstled to branches on the op- 
posite Bide of the, tree. 
This precau- 


tion was of great value and saved 
many of the trees. 
But many of the 


branches are broken above the tie 
and in some trees the binder twine 
has broken. Twine, that still holds 
Is as taut as a fiddle string. 


EARLY ONES GONE. 


A south slope in 
Mr. 
Wheeler's 


orchard Is covered with trees of early 
varieties, Carmen 
and 
Greensboro. 


These peaches are now all gone. The 
trees were not badly broken. 
The 


crop was not as heavy. 
Planting 


peaches on a south slope in this cll- 
ir.ate Is a violation of one of the ten- 
ets of fruit growing yet Mr. Wheeler 
nearly always has some peaches on 
that slope. 
His belief Is that the 


rjuda of these early varieties are far- 
ther developed, stronger and there- 
fore hardier. 
The peach buds are 


made, he says, In the lat» summer. 
As soon as one crop of peaches is 
out of the way the tree begins pre- 
paring for the nevr crop. 


Over on the north slope of the same 


orchard the dictum as to planting 
peaches on a slope away from the 
sun seems to be sustained. 
That 


slope was planted with Elbertas nnd 
Champions. It was from these trees 
that h» pulled many of the peaches 
to save the trees. He gets a crop 
from that slope when there are none 
on the higher ground. The theory of 
thia Is that the ground on the north 
slope remains frozen later 
In 
the 


spring. The trees bloom later. They 
ar« not coaxed into premature bloom- 
Ing only to be. caught by a late frost 
as are trees on a south slope. 


BOO TREES, 1000 BUSHELS. 


The Wheeler orchard has BOO peach 


trees and the crop this year is esti- 
mated at 1,000 bushels. This Is an 
average of two bushels to the tree. 
Many trees have five, six and some 
sever, bushels. 
The peaches are of a 


fine color, shape and quality. They 
are selling at this writing at $3 SO 
a bushel. The earlier ones brought 
a higher price. Mr. Wheeler's trees 
were sprayed three times this year. 
This year for the first time the orch- 
ard was not cultivated. 
The late 


spring this year prevented cultiva- 
tion. 


Does peach growing pay? "It does 


this year," said Mr. Wheeler without 
hesitation. 
There 
is an abundant 


crop and they are bringing a good 
price. 
Whether peach growing Is 


profitable In a long series of years 
Is a question which Mr. Wheeler hesi- 
tates to answer off hand. It would 
take some careful bookkeeping to de- 
termine that. 
He has waited eieht 


years for this bumper crop. But he 
has had some peaches every year 
and two years ago had a fair crop. 
He does not expect z. crop next year 
because the trees 
have 
exhausted 


themselves 
by 
overproduction this 


year. 
Whether this year's crop at 


present prices will pay 
for 
eight 


years labor and care and ground ren- 
tal Is the question. 


SHORT LIVED TREES 


There Is another thing about a 


peach orchard and that is the trees 
are short lived. 
It is noticed that 


most of the 
trees in the 
Wheeler 


orchard that are split and broken 


| were decayed. 
They seem to have 


about lived their term of life. They 
appear to have ben preyed on by In- 
sects and fungi, yet this orchard has 
had almost unremitting care. Per- 
haps 
the 
horticultural sharks will 


find out how to make a peach tree 
as tough and vigorous ;:i eight years 
old as an apple, tree. 


Mr. Wheeler does not stake every 


thing on a peach crop. He has thirty 
seven acres In fruit and a relatively 
small porportion of it in peaches. He 
has nine acres of strawberries and 
and raspberries. He also has a small 
aple orchard and some cherries and 
pears. 
HP does not count on his 


aples because of the small number of 
trees and he regards It as a mistake 
to have planted pears. Tbe pear orch- 
arrl wll be pulled up and planted 
first in 
water 
melons and 
then 


peaches or other fruits. 
He agrees 


with Mr. Koch of the M. W. Wood 
farm that cherries are about the 
quickest, easiest and most profitable 
of the orchard crops. 


FIXE BERRY FIELD 


Mr. Wheeler's berry fields are in 


a fine state of cultivation. There is 
almost always a crop of berries al- 
though this year's crop was cut short 
by the drouth. 
One small orchard 


back of his residence Is planted in 
both peaches and blackberries al- 
though as a rule he floes not at- 
tempt to grow fruits in an orchard. 
There may be an acre in that orchard 
or possible more or less. 
This year 


he took from it forty cases of black- 
berries which he sold at 57 a case 
a total 
of 
J2?0. He will get 1.000 


bushels of peaches which will bring 
at present prices say J3.500, That Is 
a fair 
showing 
for 
that piece of 


ground. But it must be born in mind 
that farm labor la now costing $4 and 
$5 a day. 


Whether it pays or not one can't 


help being impressed with the feel- 


ing that Mr. Wheeler and men like 
him are doing a big thing for their 
community with their fruit farms. 
By the community ia meant not only 
their 
immediate 
neighborhood but 


the city of Decatur Macon county and 
adjacent counties. 
Mr. Wheeler will 


pay out this year over 
Jl.OOQ for 


picking. Women and children in the 
neighborhood have earned money in 
amounts of J150 and upward. But that 
Is not the important thing. 
We are 


all hungry for fruit. 
Most of the 


fruit we get from distances of several 
hundred miles, often several thou- 
sand miles, 
It pays heavy railroad 


tariffs and Is usually picked green 
in order that they may reach us In 
sound condition. This isn't regarded 
as a 
fruit 
country. 
Most Illinois 


farmers prefer to raise grain because 


it takes only one season to raise it 
and It is easily sold. Wheeler and 
men like him are conducting a big 
demonstration on which they have 
staked a great deal of their own time 
and money. We all get the benefit of 
it. 


The Wheeler fruit farm is timber 


land and 
seems 
Jo be peculiarly 


adapted to fruit. It Is a clay loam 
with a good deal of sand In it. For 
years Mr, Wheeler's , orchard land 
was sparsely covered with white oak 
trees that had been left for posts 
and was in grass. He cut that tim- 
ber off. The first year his peach 
orchard was planted in watermelons 
and produced a record breaking crop. 
The melons were so abundant that 
one could walk acros the patch step- 
ping from melon to melon.
